the use of methanol as a beverage, 
the injury predicted from its use in 
the automobile radiator did not m a­ 
terialize.” 
Howe suggested that the coloring 
of methanol sold for anti -freeze pur­ 
poses should be continued, th at some 
distinctly deterrent, material be add­ 
ed as an additional warning and 
that there should be a prom inent1 
j poison label on all packages. 
Admits Hazard.

"Agreement upon such 
a program by the industries con- 
cemed with a faithful adherence tor 
its provisions, will win the com­ 
mendation ol officials, some of whom 
have been critical of menthano! dis­ 
tribution during the past winter."

Howe admitted the hazard involv­ 
ed in the widespread distribution of 
met han d . 
He said that "the prob­ 
lem now is the same th at has con- 
fronted us for some time, namely, 
the hazard involved when ignorant 
people, or those with depraved tastes 
insist on drinking methanol, which | 
we know is toxic wherr taken as a 
beverage " 
He continued: 
"There have been ample experi-. 
ments to prove this, and unfortun- 
ately they have been on a large 
«cale. 
Over 200 persons have died 
from drinking methanol. 
A dozen 
or more have died from drinking 
some of the older types of denatured 
alcohol and several thousand have 
died from drinking various brands 
of alleged liquors, in which ethyl j 
alcohol itself in the quantities con­ 
sumed was probably the immediate 
cause of their demise. 
"It is unfortunate that the trade 
rivalry for the anti-freeze market 
has led to a competition involving 
legislation. 
Those who resent the I 
intrusion of methanol are said to 
have introduced, or to have caused 
to be Introduced, in many state leg­ 
islatures bills which seem to aim at 
prohibiting the use of methanol for 
any purpose, and particularly as an 
anti-freeze."
